THE SUPREME JUDGESHIP., 

Judge Shackleford Explains why 

the Radicals Threw Him 
Overboard. 


The Iniquities of our Common 
School System Shown Up--- 
How the People are 
Robbed. 


Judge Shackleford, who, having 
been thrown overboard by the Radical 
convention, and is now an independent 
candidate for the Supreme Bench, un- 
earths a little political history which is 
refreshing just now. We extract: 


In September, 1865, Governor Brown- 
low tendered me the position of Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and believing 
that | could do more good in that po- 
sition, to the people of my native State 
in controlling the mad passions of men 
engemlered by the civil strife, I ac- 
cepted the office. I remained upon 
the bench until February, 1868, and 
how I discharged that duty the people 
of ‘Tennessee must decide. Many and 
rrayve questions were before us, involv- 
ing the life, liberty, property and 
rights of the citizens, nder the 
powers dele by the convention, 
was the question of franchise. This 
was brought before the court. As a 
citizen, I opposed the passage of the 
stringent franchise law. Asa judge, 
with its policy I had nothing to do. 
Believing the people, in their sover- 
eign capacity, had the right to de- 
termine the elective franchise—I so 
held. Asa citizen | am now in favor 
of extending the elective franchise to 
all. iso expressed myself in the fall 
of 1868, before the Legislature. Be- 
lieving, as I conscientiously do, that 
that alone can bring peace to our State, 
and advance its material interest. Af- 
ter | had made this solemn and public 
declaration, Governor Brownlow re- 
appointed me to the position I now 
hold, and I honestly believe that nine- 
tenths of the people are in favor of 
equal rights to all; but political in- 
triguers, for their own private ends, 
seek to Keep the people thus enthralled. 
Lane know full wellitis against the 
cardinal principles of the Republican 
party—faration and representation go 
hand in hand, and without it no party 
can sustain itself, 

At the last term of the Supreme 
Court at Nashville, Judge Smith and 
myself, in a case from Clarksville, in 
which a bill had been filed to enjoin 
the collection of a school tax, where the 
Legislature had, by provisions of the 
act of the 14th of March, 1868, Sec. 14, 
delegated to the sub-district directors 
the right to levy a tax and submitit to 
the voters—that was done in that dis- 
trict. We were of opinion, upon duc 
consideration of the questions involved, 
the power delegated by the Legislature 
was unconstitutional, and therefore 
void; that the right to levy a tax is an 
act of sovereignty, and the power can 
only be delegated where it is warranted 
by the Constitution. The Supreme 
Court of this State in 1832—at which

perialism. On the whole, we are not 
sure, after a perusal of the two first 
numbers of the new Radical organ, 
that the Imperialist will not do good 
rather than harm—will be the means 
of defeating the very object for which 
it has been established. During the 
war Republican papers advised a “ Dic- 
tatorship.”” The country knows that 
the whole career of the Radical party 
since the war has been making our 
Government imperial, by taking away 
the reserved rights of the States and 
conferring absolute power upon the 
central Government. The whole pol- 
icy of the Radical party has been con- 
stantly placing the machinery of im- 
perial power in the hands of the Federal 
Government, by making the President a 
monarch or Congress’ an oligarchy. 
The leading idea of the Radical party 
since the commencement of the war, 
and especially since its termination, 
has been a strong government, and the 
appearance of the Jmperialist is the 
outeropping of this spirit, for it is 
chiefly concerned about bends, and 
warns bondholders that for them there 
is no peace except in “the Empire.” 
The numerous artificial and fictitious 
combinations createll by the war and 
the progress of centralization—the 
bondholders exempted from taxation ; 
the national bankers pensioned from 
the Treasury; manufacturers protected 
by monopoly and enriched by boun- 
ties; great corporations endowed by 
the people’s lands and money, and be- 
coming odious monopolies—these irri- 
tating privileges, it is felt, need the 
: Lshelter of imperial power. The classes 
interested in their maintenance fear 
that this illgotten exemption and cor- 
rupt favor is in danger of overthrow 
by the unprivileged and overtaxed 
masses, They therefore wish to place 
them beyond the reach of popular as- 
sault by fortifying these great but pre- 
carious interests by a strong and im- 
perial government. 

Tue Mobile Prices Current has a 
well-considered article upon the true 
Southern policy in regard to securing 
commercial independence and pros- 
perity. Its advice to the planting in- 
terest should not fail to receive careful 
attention, and its impressive lesson be 
well weighed. It is what we have 
urged again and again, at no distant 
intervals, and it appears as if the very 
elements were with us deprecating an 
excessive crop of cotton, and indica- 
ting an ample breadth of corn, which 
requires a briefer season and can be se- 
cured with infinitely less labor. We 
have urged as additional incentive to 
the independence it would bring our 
people, to produce their own bread- 
stuffs, that nothing seems capable of 
bringing the people of the West and 
Northwest to their senses in regard to 
the political influences that exist, and 
press with unabated rigor on our sec- 
tion, but to make them /ee/ the enor- 
mity of the taxes imposed by Govern- 
ment, in narrowing down the markets 
they have heretofore enjoyed for their 
surplus produce, and depressing the 
prices by competition with home-made 
supplies. Instead of keeping the South 
impoverished by drawing from it its 
capital for the necessaries of life, the 
heretofore highly prospering section 
will be comparatively thrown upon 
its own resources, and find its revenues 
diminish and the burden of taxation 
more oppressive. If it be true that 
“A fellow feeling makes us wondrous kind,” 


we shall then have warm allies in the 
West and Northwest, instead of deter- 
mined oppressors, who have been easy 
dupes to that Northern policy which 
has levied tribute on all but its own 
favored and selfish section. As long 
as we buy the surplus of the North- 
west, and fail to raise our own corn and 
hogs—our “hogand hominy’’—the peo- 
ple of Illinois and Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Iowa, cannot or will not appre- 
ciate the mean part the politiciaus play 
in maintaining an overgrown, over- 
bearing moneyed interest in the North- 
west and East, that for its own emolu- 
ment, is robbing the rest of the coun- 
try, and even those at home who do 
not belong to the bondholding and 
manufacturing millionaires.

OCCASIONALLY the better order of 
the Radical press speak out in con- 
demnation of some of the removals 
made by President Grant, which are 
claimed to have been without sufficient 
cause, and might have been “ permit- 
ted,” as the Know Nothings used to 
say, with advantage. Such an instance 
occurred in Buffalo the other day, on 
which the Advertiser, of that city, has 
the following commentary: 


A very general expression of regret will 
follow the announcement of the removal 
of General Strong from the Assessorship 
of Internal Revenue in this district, 
Which came by telegraph lasfevening. As 
we have said before, that official has en- 
joyed the confidence and sympathy of this 
community to a large degree, and none 
but tizan reasons could be advanced 
for his removal. It was pow confi- 
dently believed, moreover, that he would 
be retained, the impression having gained 
considerable currency that he had been 

rsonally assured by the President that 

e should not be removed, so long as his 
duties to the Department were prop- 
erly discharged. é presume, however, 
that there was some mistake about this, 
for itis not likely that General Grant 
could be persuaded, or even worried, into 
going back on his word to a brother offi- 
cer, who madea gallant record and was 
desperately wounded inthat war which 
raised him to the highest places of honor 
im the gift of a grateful people. A soldier's 
word, volun ly given to a brother sol- 
dier, should be worth more than that ofa 
mere politician; and the considerations 
which would naturally arise to strengthen 
such a promise surely could not but be of 
more weight than the most pertinacious 
pesterings of any demoralized demagogue ; 
#0 we must perforce believe that General 
Grant never absolutely pledged his word, 
as rumor says he did, to retain General 
Strong in his office, else he would not have 
removed him. 


This is not an isolated case wherein the 
word of the President 
volved in considerable dubiety, as 
Sick LEs and others similarly situated, 
might corroborate. It may be that his 
memory, at times, is not as retentive 
as it should be, and in new and press- 
ing applications, he forgets promises 
that it might have been well to re- 
member. But there is one principle 
he has laid down that does not seem to 
escape him; to have held office under 
his predecessor is prima facie evidence 
of hostility to himself. This is not 
only an extremely narrow rule, but is 
contemptible, and may explain why 
unexceptionable (for them), Radicals 
have been compelled to give place to 
very inferior appointments. Such vin- 
dictive spirit is despicable in the hum- 
ble walks of life; how much more con- 
tracted and mean does it appear when 
admitted asa governing principle, in 
the exercise of his power, by the Presi- 
dent of the United States? Much allow- 
ance may be made for early friendships 
and great personal services, even for 
family ties and considerations, but 
there is no excuse for the petty nralig- 
nity that visits upon a meritorious offi- 
cer, the consequences of having held 
office under a Chief Magistrate, toward 
whom the present incumbent enter- 
tains a resentment bitter and impla- 
cable.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The President 
has ordered that hereafter he will receive 
| Visitors Mondays and Thursdays, between 
ten and twelve, and on other days he will 
only receive on cards or in special cases, 

The testimony inthe Dyer court mar- 
tial case closed to-day. The court ad- 
journed until next Monday, when the ar- 
guments will be commenced. 

Captain Daniel Ammen has been ap- 
pointed Chief of the Bureau of Docks and 
Yards, vice Rear Admiral Joseph Smith, 
who has been appointed President of the 
Permanent Court, now in session in the 
Navy Department. 

General Sherman has issued an order 
for the resumption of recruiting, to be 
conducted under the direction of the reg- 
imental commanders. General service to 
be conducted at New York, Cincinnati 
and San Francisco, 

The depots for the collection and in- 
struction of recruits, being Governor's Is- 
land, New York Harbor, Newport bar- 
racks, Ky., Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
and Benecia, California. 

The General Superintendents to report 
direct to the Adjutant General of thie 
army, and receive all orders from him. 

Carlisle barracks, Pa., and Fort Leaven- 
worth, are named as depots for the collec- 
tion and instruction of cavalry and light 
artillery recruits, 

The statement that the House Comunit- 
tee of Foreign Affairs had made arrange- 
mentsto visit San 
islands of the Gulf, is pronounced by the 
Chairman as without any foundation 
whatever. The committee has been in

Oration and Addresses—Law, Ladies 
Oriticien. 


The Law Association is a secicty to 
which most of our young members of the 
Memphis bar belong, and its o are 
mutual, personal professional im- 

rovement; seeking to cultivate the gen- 
leman in the law er, and the lawyer in 
the gentleman. e regular anniversary 
exercises were held last night in the 
United States Courtroom, every corner of 
which was thronged with a respectable 
audience, including a large proportion of 
elegantly and beanti ul ladies. 
The President of the Association, W. W. 
Goodwyn, Esq., presided. A suitable 
prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. White, 
of Calvary Church, 

The President then introduced to the 
andience W. ©, Folkes, Esq., who deliv- 
ered an address on the “Influence of 
Woman” that did honor, not only to his 
talents and reading, but to hie heart. He 
held the audience enraptured while he 
showed the sweet and holy influence of 
woman, beautifying his theme with 

hie illustration, poetic thought, and 
an interesting glance at some of the bero- 
ines of history... He was followed by 
Ca n Hearn, who had been selected to 
deliver the annual oration, This gentie- 
man’s subject was “Law and Lawyers,” 
and it was handled with the skillofa man 
of talent, and “eo the fruits of read- 
ing and study. fith a good, clear, ring- 
ing voice, and an agreeable freedom of 
ture, Mr. Hearn made 4 most favorable 
apremton upon his audience, who re- 
‘garded him as one of those men who has 
a promising future before him. 

Our space will not aliow us to copy tbe 
whole of this fine oration. The following 
extracts will give some idea of its merits: 

As individuals, as a people, as 4 nation, 
we have to do with laws peculiar to the 
English and American. Many of its 
principles were takén from the Ror 
civil law, but its origin is so obscure that 
Sir Mathew Hale said it was as undis- 
coverable as the head of the Nile. It is of 
such a composition that Lord Bacon said: 
“Our laws are mixed as our language,” 
and then, ‘‘as our language is so much the 
richer, the laws are more complete,” 

From the conglomerated mass of cus- 
toms, rules and laws introduced into Eng- 
land by successive conquerors, together 
with those of the primitive Brittons, 
arose what is known as the “Common 
Law.” Amid the wrangling elements 
of the adventurous Komans, Picks, 
Saxons, Danes and Normans sprung 
into life, Alfred’s Doom Book, the first 
nucleus around which rallied the dis- 
ointed fragments of the lex non scripta— 

me a oneness in the eyes of every 
sect, to which they acknowledged allegi- 
ance and claimed its protection. 
From this time, under the spirit and 
influence of the law, the public mind 
began to expand, confusion to cease, 
A to gradually loose its foothold in 
the National Government, civilization 
and refinement began to take hold, men 
rushed forward and claimed their position, 
commercial circles began to widen and 
embrace additional wealth. Each suc- 
ceeding cycle brought augmented rights 
and privileges, and ushered Glanville 
Bracton, tton, Flita, Littleton am 
Coke, each ladened with a ** mine of learn- 
ing,”’ and an honor to the age in which he 
lived. 
The grand effort was yet to me made. 
Time rolled on. Collated precedents, 
black letter law and worn out statutes lay 
in confused heaps; system and order was 
wanting. Whois competent for the task? 
Who is bold enough to enter its tangled 
meshes? The world turns in admiration 
upon Blackstone. It was left for him to 
bring light out of chaos, order from con- 
fusion and casket the scattered treasures. 
The obligations which are due for his 
beautiful analysis, his accurate defini- 
tions, the light shed over the dark antiqui- 
ties of our profession, and his clear de- 
velopment of general principles cannot 
be too warmly appreciated. 

He, indeed, by bis system and classifi- 
eation first raised the study of the law to 
the rank of the sciences. 

He laid the foundation upon which has 
since been erected the ‘‘ eternal hills” of 
the common law. 

The student, now, instead oT being ush- 
ered into a disordered magazine where 
treasures of knowledgeare thrown togeth- 
er like heeps of lumber, gnow finds himsc if 
introduced as it were into beautiful ar- 
ranged museam, where he commanded at 
first a general view of the various com- 
partments and of different classes. He 
cah then desend to particular families and 
acquire an acquaintance with each by at- 
tention to the peculiarities of the species, 
for in each is stillgo be traced the com- 
mon principles of their genus, and con- 
tains substance fr the labor of a life and 
range wide enough forthe talents of a 


gen ius, 


The law, in its majesty, is all powerful. 
lt issues its mandates alike to King and 
commopner—fears nothing, and dares to 
enforce its behests though a crown fall. 
Parliaments, Presidents and Congressional 
assemblies stand in awe and tremble when 
its commanding voice is heard to thunder 
in their rebellious halls: “Law is reason— 
- is justice—law must be sanctioned hy 

In its efforts to secure peace and har- 
mony and prevent oppression, it has not 
hesitated to circumsecribe the iron code of 
war, and strike anon the arm of the fiery- 
warrior, 

“That no foe could tame, no tyrant command.” 
It pursues, with unrelenting vigor, the 
guilty; yet "tis merciful. ‘‘Better that 
ninety-and-nine guilty should go free 
than one innocent should suffer. it never 
makes a sacrifice for example, but vields 
at the touch, even of doubtful innovence, 
and bids the accused go free, 

By its tenderness it strives to spread a 
thornless pillow forthe widow head, 
and charm away the woe which bursts 
from her heart's maternal care and rob 
unb tears of half their bitterness. 

It meanders with every stream asx the 
unerring pilot of commercial fleets, rides 
high admiral of every sea, andon every 
deck, proclaithing law alike to ships; 
to ships of trade, and to the iron-clad 
monsters that *-Now smoking and froth- 
its tamults, rolis in sullen wrath the 
days of peace away. Law is said to be 
“the perfection of reason, thescience of 
justice and the foundation of wisdom, as 
such it is one of the greatest of sciences, 


and its © is to mote the happiness, 
improve t ndition, exalt the virtue, 
—— the harmony, and dignify man- 
kind. 


Asa reservoir sends its water gushing 
through pipes and acqueducts to satisfy hu- 
man thirst, te‘permeate the parched »arth 
and sends a thrill into its lifeless bosom, 
so it flows through all the component 
Pes ofevery government, works all its 
nections and directs all its powers. 
Burke says “law is benificence acting by 
rule.”’ 
Hooker, speaking of it in its most com- 
rehensive sense, said: ‘Her seat is the 
om of G and her voice is the har- 
mony of the world. All things in heaven 
and earth do her ho ; the very least 
as feeling her care and the greatest as not 
exempt from her power.”’ 
Blackstone deseribes it as a science 
which distinguishes the criterions of right 
and wrong; teaches to establish the one 
and to prevent, punish or redress the 
other; employs in its theory the noblest 
faculties of the soul, and exerts in its 
practice the cardinal virtues of the heart. 
Daniel Webster “it is the ligament 
which holds civili beings and civilized 


nations t her. Where ever her temple 
stands, and so long as it is duly honored 
there is a fou ion for social security, 


general happiness and the improvement 
and of our race.”

The Memphis aud Selma Railroad. 


As the merits of the Selma Railroad are 
discussed and its prospects investigated, 
the people along the country it will 
traverse become more profoundly satis- 
fied as to its value, eager for its progress 
and enthusiastic in its support. The 
Aberdeen (Mississippi) Zraminer of Mon- 
day last said: 

“We publish in full this morning the 

roceedings of the late Railroad Conven- 
ion in Columbus, and trust to be able 
soon to chronicle the commencement of 
the work upon the first Mississippi di- 
vision, from Okolona to the Alabama line. 

In order to assure the early completion 
of the great work, it will be necessary 
for the counties of Chickasaw, Monroe 
and Lowndes to raise in bonds, saleable 
lands and money, an amount sufficient to 
grade and purchase the cross-ties for sixty 
miles of road, provided the line is so lo- 
cated asto run through Columbus, as it 
doubtless will be, if that = takes the 
active interest in the enterprise that is ex- 
pected of her. cost of this work is 
estimated by General Forrest at anav- 
erage of $6,000 per mile, or $360,000 for the 
whole division. 

Lowndes county proposes to raise an 
amount sufficient to grade and cross tie 
thesection of road that spans her territory, 
and the rest of the work, from the 
Lowndes county line to Okolona,de vol ves 
on the counties of Monroe and Chickasaw. 

The distance from Okolona to the line of 
Monroe is bat seven miles, but Okolona 
and the county it represents guarantee aid 
to the extent of an amount sufficient to 

repare nearly twelve miles of roadbed 
or the iron, which the company agrees to 
furnish (also the bridging) as soon as re- 
ape This will leave us with twenty- 

ve miles of work to do, requiring an ex- 
penditure of $150,000, 

This road will run almost diagonally 
through the county, and thereis nota 
crack or corner of old Monroe that will 
not throb and glow with the new life, 
which this great Commercial artery will 
instil into it. 

In aid of this noble undertaking, Mon- 
roe county will be asked to issue her 
twenty year bonds, bearing vight per cent. 
interest, tothe amount of $150,000; and 
we cannot doubt but that, with the exam-

prosperity as though by magic, through

The Courts. 

CRIMINAL CourntT— Wiliam Hunter, 
Yesterday this Court convened at t 
usual hour and im y 
with the examination of the witnesses for 
the State. Before inserting the evidence 
taken yesterday we publish the remainder 

Colonel Whitfield’s testimony given in 
on Tuesday, and which was y 
omitted im yesterday's issue, which is as 
follows: 

The hole made in the folding dobr 
indicated that the ball was shot from a 
point near the fireplace in the east room, 
and ranged downward at an angie of 
about forty-five degrees; in the east room 
the line of direction in which the ball 
seemed to have come, to a height 
ofa man's head, about seven or eight 


feet’ from the deor; in the west 
room I found an indentation in the 
floor which seemed to have been 


made by the same ball after passing 
through the door, and the range of the 
ball would indicate that it struck about 
that point; I am somewhat familiar with 
the use of fireams, haying been in the 
Confederate army some four years; I do 
not think a pistol like this one used in 
beating a man on the head could possibly 
explode more than once, and then only 
when the chamber immediately under the 
hammer is loaded, for a pistol to explode 
more than once in that way would bea 
very unusual occurrence; I saw no other 
bullet holes about the room but the two 
mentioned heretofore. 

Cross-examined—The of the ball 
in the door was downward; the indenture 
was near two feet from the door; there 
might have been other shots fired in the 
room and I not seeany indications, as the 
bullets might have lodged in the furni- 
ture in the room, 

Db. Wintter, architect, was first intro- 
duced on the stand and examined, and 
explained to the jury the diagram of the 
rooms heretofore exhibited. 

©, Williams, sworn—l am a gunsmith; 
(here a pistol was handed the witness;) 
this is a Smith & Wesson pstol; I should 
judge it had never been used to any ex- 
tent; it might have been shot off once or 
twice; in using itasa club it could not 
possibly explode more than once. 

Hiume F. Hill, sworn—I was one of the 
Justices who tried the case of Whitfleld 
vs. Doran in January last; Doran was 
there; the trial was the day before the 
killing of Whitfleld; Doran was angry, 4s 
every one is who looses a suit at law; he 
was excited; don’t know what he said. 

Dr. Otey reealled.—I extracted a ball 
from the body of the decease; I have lost 
the ball and cannot find it; it was a small 
conical ball, 

Here the testimony for the State closed 
and that of the defense opened by intro- 
ducing J, A. Jungle, who being sworn, 
testified as follows: 

I reside at 131 Second street; lived there 
in January, 1469; on the Sth of January 
last I was called by Major Moore to go up 
stairs, that Mr. Whitfield was in trouble; 
when 1 got up stairs | saw Doran stand- 
ing in the door between two rooms; before 
Major Moore called me I heard some noise 
up stairs which sounded like a struggle of 
two persons; I heard the noise of struggle 
before any shot was fired; I did not pay 
much attention to itas I didn’t know 
what was going on; it is not likely thata 
shot would be fired without my hearin 
it; I heard no shot until I reached the hea 
of the steps; went as soon as Moore called 
me; I went to the door of the west room 


first and saw Doran standing in the 
felding door, in his night clothes, 
and had a pistol in his hand; Ma- 


jor Moore requested me to go and got 
a hack, which t did immediately; I was 
gone but a few minutes; Major Moore 
was inthe room when! went away; no- 
body but Major Moore went up stairs with 
me the first time; there was another man 
who helped Major Moore and myself carry 
the deceased down stairs; I don’t know 
who it was; the hall extends through the 
building and steps lead down at the rear 
of the house; persons could have gone 
down that way and out of the building. 

Cross-examined—The rooms up stairs 
were occupied by Doran and two women; 
I heard the scuffing between nine and ten 
o'clock; the only pistol shot I heard was 
when I got to the head of the steps; two 
or three seconds after the shot, ‘a woman 
opened the door of the west room; I think 
Whittield died as we were going to the 
hotel. 


Sue Campbell, sworn—I was living in 
Memphis and present when deceased was 
shot; he was shot in my room; the room 
was occupied by myself and Captain Do- 
ran; the shooting was done in the morn- 
ing; Whittield first knocked at the door 
occupied by my sister; I heard him ask 


for Mr. Doran; he then came to my door 
and knocked and Doran answe him; 
Doran was undressed and lying in 
bed ; Doran went to the door 


and opened it; deceased said he wanted to 
see him; he then came into the room; Do- 
ran closed the door and locked it; Whit- 
field then slapped Doran on the left shoul- 
der, and told bim he wanted to settle the 
ecard matter; Doran told him there was a 
sick woman in the room and another 
woman in the other room; Whitfield said 
he came to take it out of him (Doran) 
then; Doran then backed towards the 
and got his pistol; he then still backed to- 
wards the fire place, and finally got near 
the wardrobe, when Whitfield told him to 
stop, that bis life was his; there was then 
several shots fired; | don’t know how 
many or who fired them; tried to get out 
of the room, and succeeded in getting to 
my sister’s room, after the firing; Doran 
had no pistol in his hand when he went to 
the door; Lsaw that Whitfleld had a pis- 
tol, but I could not tell what. kind it was; 
I do not know who fired first; [I saw Whit- 
field point a pistol at Doran; Doran was 
quite sick the night before, and had been 
unwell for some time; he had one of his 
fingers broken sometime before that; I do 
not know how long he had physicians at- 
tending him; I do not know whether 
he was suffering from it at the 
or not: I know it was not 
well; during the difficulty, Whittleld told 
Doran to stop; Doran told him he would 
let him alone if he would let him (Doran) 
alone; Whitfield then said: “Give me 
your pistol”; Doran said, “No—I would 
be a pretty fool to give you my pistol to 
kill me with’”’, 

Cross-examined—I am a single woman; 
have been married; am about twenty-four 
of age; my husband's name was R. 

’. Campbell; he is now dead; we lived to- 
rether about fifteen months; I lived near 
*alucah, Kentucky, while married; after 
leaving my husband, I came to Middle 
Tennessee with Captain Jackson; he was 
a Cuptain in the Confederate army; his 
name was Sheppard Jackson; I had occu- 
~ the rooms on Second street sometime 
fore the difficulty; the rooms were 
rented by Captain Doran; Doran and my- 
self occupied the front room; my sister 
was in the back room; Captain Doran, 
myself and sister were in the house the 
night before the homicide; I do not know 
where my sister is; she remained at m 
house about two months after the hormhi- 
cide; I don’t know where she went to 
after I moved; Doran came home the 
night before the difficulty about ton or 
eleven o’clock, suffering with headache 
and quite unwell; Doran did not get up 
until the knock was made at the east 
door; he was siceping in front and nearer 
the door than I was; I saw Captain Whit- 
field when he came to the door after it was 
opened, and another man behind him in 
the hall: the conversation occurred as 
soon as Whitfleld came into the room; 
Doran generally laid his pistol by his side 
at night; the first pistol I saw is the one 
the deceased had in his hand; after Doran 
got his pistol he continued to back to- 
ward the fire place; when Whitfleld told 
Doran his life was his, he drew his pistol 
and there were two shots fired at once; 
then there was asilence of a few seconds 
and then more firing; Doran did not in- 
vite Whitfield in when he came to the 
door; I did not go into the room after the 
firing; my sister was the first to go in the 
room; she went to get Doran's pants; 
then some persons came to remove Whilt- 
field; I don’t know who they were. 

Court here adjourned until this morn- 
ing. Itis thought that the evidence will 
close to-day.
